That such a condition is obviously a 
temporary incident to the economic 
dislocation following the war cannot 
lessen our concern. Famine and 
plague are words almost foreign to our 
American vocabulary, save aS we have 
learned their meaning in connection 
with the afflictions of lands less fa- 
vored and toward which our people 
have so many times displayed large 
and generous charity. 


Immediate and effective measures of 
amelioration are manifestly demanded 
if conditions even approximate the 
gravity suggested by the Public 
Health report. It is unthinkable that 
we should celay for a single day the 
institution of such measures. There- 
fore I am\ writing to ask you for the 
most complete possible report that can 
be made at once—provided there is 
anything to add to what you have al- 
ready made public—and especially fer 
suggestion of propér measures to deal 
with the situation.

18, snatched all the bills within reach, 
and made their escape in the semi-dark- 
ness, although surrounded by 100 police- 
men. The exact amount of the robbery 
could not be ascertained, but Charles | 
H. Ebbets Jr., secretary of the Brook- | 
lyn Baseball Club, owner of the field, | 
admitted that it amounted to at least 
$800. 

When the big arc lights went out the 
crowd that packed the rotunda and was 
milling outside became excited. Pick- 
pockets were active and within half a 
minute half a dozen fights had started. 
Blows were struck at random in the} 
darkness and soon the turmoil had 
reached almost a riot stage. 

Scores of men were knocked down and 
trampled, clothes were torn and faces 
A call was sent to several pre-! 
eincts for the police reserves and two} 
fire companies were called out. 

In a few minutes the lights were 
turned on again, and as men pushed 
and scrambled out of the crowd the dis- 
order was soon ended. It then developed 
that a number of persons had been 
robbed by pickpockets. No cases of 
serious injury were reported. 

The rotunda, as it is called, is ‘a cir- 
eular space at the entrance to the field

The three men, according to the ticket 
seller, then jumped back from the win- 
dow, rushed into the crowd and disap- 
peared. 

The ticket seller at once sent word to 
Charles H. Ebbets Sr., President of 
the Brooklyn Baseball Club. Mr. Eb- 
bets came at -once and was followed 
by Police Inspector William H. Conboy, 
who notified the Grand Avenue station 
to send detectives at once. 

The detectives from this precinct 
reinforced by fifty plain-clothes 
under Inspector Conboy, who had 
stationed outside, and as many 
formed policemen, who had also 
on guard outside the grounds. 

Inspector Conboy said that the Inter- 
national Sporting Club, which leased the 
field for the bout, had notified him that 
no uniformed policemen or uniformed 
detectives were desired inside the 
grounds. He said that was the reason 
police assistance could not be obtained 
more quickly, and added that, in view 
of the large crowd expected, the police 
had taken the precaution to have an 
adequate force of both detectives and 
patrolmen outside.

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Missing Persian Manuscripts in Vault Here ; 


Left by Vigouroux With New York Friend 


The thirteen ancient Persian manu- 
scripts which it was charged had been 
wrongfully appropriated from the New 
York branch, at 8 East Fifty-seventh 
Street, of the Parisian antique and 
Gothic art dealer, de Motte, by the 
New York branch manager, John Vi- 
gouroux, are secure in a vault of the 
Harriman National Bank, Fifth Avenue 
and Forty-fourth Street. They were put 
there for safekeeping by Welles Bos- 
worth, an architect, in whose custody 


they were left by Vigouroux just before 
he sailed for Paris. 

The mystery concerning their sup- 
posed disappearance, which led to the 
arrest of Vigouroux in Paris last Sat- 
urday, was solved yesterday in an ex- 
change of cable messages between Mr. 
Bosworth and their owner. ‘The last 
word flashed across the seas by M. de 
Motte to Mr. Bosworth showed that the 
misunderstanding arising over the New 
York branch manager’s disposal of the 
manuscripts had been dispelled and 
that everything was serene in the home 
office of the antique dealer. The cable 
told that M. de Motte was_ entirely 
satisfied to have the valuable old manu- 
scripts repose in the safety vaults of 
Mr. Bosworth,

WASHINGTON, July 25.—Secretary of 
State Hughes has sent direct to the 
Japanese Government a communication 
in the nature of a complete statement 


| of the views of the Harding Administra- 


tion on the questions raised by Japan 
as to the probable scope of the discus- 
sion of Far Eastern problems in the 
disarmament conference to be called in 
Washington in the Fall. 

It was learned at the State Depart- 
ment today that this note was handed 
to the Tokio authorities by the Ameri- 
can Chargé d’'Affairs two days ago. 
The reply of Japan, it is expected, will 
be received within the next twenty-four 
hours. 

This information was obtained after 
press dispatches from Tokio had stated 
that the Japanese Government had been 
awaiting a formal reply from Washing- 
ton to Tokio'’s inquiries before making 
a decision as to acceptance of the Amer- 
ican invitation to participate in a con-~ 
ferente: The dispatch stated that the 
Japanese authorities regarded the reply 
received as being a formal communica- 
tion and indicated the probability of 
favorable action. 

Officials here stated that the Amer- 
ican communication might be regarded 


views of the United States Government 
on the questions raised, but informal 
in the sense that all the negotiations so

There have been informal exchanges 
of views between Secretary Hughes and 
Baron Shidehara, the Japanese Ambas- 
sador, both before and since the dis- 
patch of the American communication to 
Tokio. These conversations 
practically the same ground as that of 
the note. In the absence of a definite 
reply from Tokio officials declined to 
say whether Japan would accept the in- 
vitation to participate in a discussion of 
Far Eastern problems. But it was 
learned that there has been nothing 50 
far in the negotiations to warrant a be- 
lief that Japan was taking an unfavor- 
able attitude toward the American pro- 
posals. 

The State Department did not make 
public the text of its latest note to 
Tokio. It is understood that the com- 
munication makes clear this Govern- 
ment’s view that the purpose of the 
conference would be best served by im- 
mediate acceptance, leaving any discus- 
sion of agenda to follow.. After the con- 
ference has been definitely agreed upon, 
and a date ‘set for convening it, ex- 
changes between the powers could be 
held with a view to defining in some 
degree the scope of the discussions. 

It is the understanding that this Gov- 
ernment feels that no good end can be 
served by a postponement of acceptance 
until after definite agenda have been 
framed. The sincere and earnest hope 
of the American Government is that the 
Japanese Government will also be able 
to see the matter in this light. 


Want Dominions to 


Press reports from London that the 
communication of this Government to 
Great Britain on the subject of postpon- 
ing the conference until next Spring had 
produced a favorable impression were 
pleasing to officials of the Administra- 
tion, but it was stated that no official 
reply had yet been received from Lon- 
don. The American communication to 
London is understood to have expressed 
the views of the United States regard- 
ing the importance of holding the con- 
ference at the earliest possible date, and 
to have suggested that the time be 
moved up sufficiently to allow the Do- 


minion Premiers to stop off in Wash- 
ington for the conference on the return 
trip from London to their homes. 

It was impossible for the United 
States to extend direct invitations to 
the Dominion premiers, as this Govern- 
ment has no direct diplomatic relations 
with the Dominion Governments. The 
American note to London is believed to 
have made it clear to the British Gov- 
ernment that the Dominion Premiers 
would not only be welcome at the con- 
ference, but that the Administration 
feels that the conference would have 
little prospect of success if the Domin- 
ions were not represented.

MAURETANIA ARIRE 
AT SOUTHAMPTON: 
INTERIOR 1S RUINED 


Flames Starting in First Cabin 
in Afternoon Baffle Squads 
of Firemen Until Evening. 


THREE DECKS ARE SWEPT 


Pouring of Volumes of Water in 
Portholes Causes a List and 
Nearly Overturns Liner. 


CIGARETTE BELIEVED CAUSE 


Damage to Lusitania’s 33,200-Ton 
Sister Ship Is Put at Thousands of 


Pounds—Several Men Hurt.

SOUTHAMPTON, July 25.—An alarm- 
ing fire started this afternoon on the 
giant Cunarder Mauretania while she 
was berthed in her Southampton dock 
preparing for her voyage to New York 
Saturday. At one time the liner was in 
great danger of sinking. 

The fire started shortly after 2 o’clock 
in the first class saloon on E deck and 
spread with great rapidity, volumes of 
smoke pouring from the portholes on 
the port side, and when the town and 
dock fire brigades arrived the fire had 
obtained a good headway. The flames 
leaped from the ship to a great height 
and the firemen had to work under con- 
siderable difficulties. 

Quickly manning the pumps and re- 
ceiving assistance from a number of 
tugs, the firemen poured water through 
the portholes into the blazing interior, 
stagings being flung along the ship’s 
side to enable this to be done. Mem- 
bers of the crew, including the stewards 
and the engineering staff, assisted the 
firemen to fight the flames and to rescue 
the portable articles in the danger zone. 

By 6 o’clock the fire was almost mas- 
tered, when the situation took an un- 
expected and startling turn. Owing to 
the tons of water that had been poured 
into her, the vessel developed a list to 
starboard, and she was at one time in 
danger of turning over. Consequently, 
the firemen had to suspend work until 
the water could be pumped out. This 
occupied about half an hour, and when 
the attack on the flames was renewed 
the effect soon became apparent. 

By 8 o'clock the fire was believed 
under control, though smoke continued 
to pour from the interfor. Portions of 
three decks were burnt out, and also 
the first-class lounge. In addition, it 
is stated that extensive damage was 
done to the reading room and library 
and the main dining saloon, as well as 
to the sleeping berths on BE and D decks. 
It is only a little over three months 
since the Mauretania completed the re- 
conditioning of her interior. 

‘““We have not the faintest idea how 
the fire originated,’’ said an official of 
the Cunard Company this evening. ‘ It 
{s too early yet to estimate the dam- 
age.’’ 

The White Star liner Olympic was 
lying just in front of the Mauretania, 
and at one time it was thought it might 
be advisable to tow her out of the dock, 
but this was not found necessary. 
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SOUTHAMPTON, July 25 (Associated 
Press).—Fire started this afternoon in 
the first cabin of the Mauretania of 
the Cunard Line, sister ship of the old 
Lusitania, and, spreading rapidly, de- 
veloped into a most serious conflagra- 
tion. 

Thus far the first class dining saloon 
and all of the staterooms on the E and 
D decks have been burned out. 

The fire is supposed to have originated 
from a lighted cigarette dropped upon 
the carpet in the main saloon. 

Several firemen were injured 
the afternoon. 

The damage is estimated at many 
thousands of pounds, and it is said it 
will take months t6 repair the vessel.

Up to a late hour last night the Cunard 
officials in this city had not received 
any cable message from London or 
Southampton regarding the fire on the 
Mauretania. They did not believe that 
the blaze could be serious as stated in 
the press reports because she is a coal 
burner and also because there is always 
a large number of men employed on the 
ship when she is lying at her pier in 
Scuthampton docks. 

The Mauretania reached Southampton 
last Friday from New York and Cher- 
bourg with a big list of possengers. She 
was commanded by Captain Arthur R. 
Rostron, R. N. R., one of the best- 
known navigators in the Atlantic trade. 
She carried a crew of 1,000 officers and 
men. 

The Mauretania was built on the Tyne 
by Swan & Hunter in 1906 after the 
Lusitania, which was, torpedoed off 
Queenstown on May 7, 1916, and was 
equipped with four turbines of 75,000- 
horse power to beat the record of the 
German steamships, which she succeeded 
in doing. 

Her record trip to New York was 4 
days 10 hours and 10 minutes, at an 
average: of more than twenty-six knots, 
and the best day’s run was 676 nautical 
miles, which has not since been reached 
by any passenger vessel. In four trips 
under the command of Captain John 
Pritchard the Mauretania averaged 26 
knots. The liner also made the round 
trip to New York and back in twelve 
days. \ 

During the war the Mauretania was 
used for rushing British troops to Gal- 
Hpoli and afterward carried American 
soldiers across the Atlantic to England 
and France. She also brought back 
4,000 “of New. York’s 27th Division 
in March, 1919. She also was used in 


the war as a hospital ship.

The stay was sought by Bainbridge 
Colby, former Secretary of State and

Mr. Colby 
was retained as special counsel hy 
Nicoll, Anable, Fuller & Sullivan, at- 
torneys of record. He appeared before 
Justice Burr in company with DeLancey 
Nicoll and DeLancey Nicoll Jr. 

A similar application was made to 
Vice Chancellor Lewis in Chancery 
Court, Jersey City. Robert H. McCar- 
ter, former Attorney General of New 
Jersey, appeared therein for the United 
States Mail Steamship Company. The 
application, designated as a ‘“‘ precau- 
tionary measure,’’ was taken under ad- 
visement by Vice Chancellor Lewis. 

Elmer Schlesinger, counsel for 


Vice President, were surprised by the 
action of the company in choosing the 
State rather than the Federal Courts 
for injunction proceedings. 

Reinforced by Henry W. Taft, the at- 
torneys for the Shipping Board, led by 
Mr. Schlesinger, appeared last night be- 
fore Justice Burr in the library of the 
Manhattan Club. They made a vigorous 
plea to have the injunction order va- 
cated, but were unsuccessful. Attor- 
neys present characterized the debate 
as ‘‘ heated,’, with much bitterness dis- 
played on both sides. Mr. Colby and 
Mr. Nicoll appeared to fight the motion. 


Denies Court’s Authority. 


Mr. Taft argued that the Shipping 
Board was in possession of the vessels 
and that its possession was not subject 
to review by New York courts. He 
said that Justice Burr was without 
jurisdiction and that the State law did 
not extend to Federal seizure. 

Mr. Nicoll, in rebuttal, sald that the 
Shipping Board was ‘‘not above the 
law,’’ and .that it and all its agents 
were ‘‘ amenable to the law's operation.”’ 
He grew indignant, 
he construed remarks of the Shipping 
Board counsel to indicate a determina- 
tion to ignore the injunction order. 

Justice Burr, in refusing the motion, 
said that the seizure smacked of ‘‘ force 
of arms.’’ His voice took on a@ warn- 
ing tone toward the close of his re- 
marks when he said: 

‘‘T hope, gentlemen, that there will 
be no element of contempt added to this 
case.”’ 

Acting on Justice Burr’s decision, the 
United States Mail Company announced 
that the steamship America would sail 
today as advertised. The announcement 
came after counsel for the company had 
said that Justice Burr’s order released 
all the ships, whether docked here or on 
the Jersey side. Mr. Smull said that the 
America would sail, ‘‘ but I don’t know 
whether it will sail under the United 
States Mail flag or not. It will sail, 
however, certainly.”’ 

Mr. Schlesinger last night sent tele- 
grams to all the Deputy U. 8. Mar- 
shals on board the ships directing them 
to retire. Mr. Schlesinger said that the 
effect of the withdrawal was to again 
place the U. S. Mail Steamship Com- 
pany in control of the vessels. 

Coincident with the victory in court 
the United States Mail announced that 
the American Seamen’s Association had 
an “‘ indignation ’’ meeting scheduled for 
tomorrow night in Bryant Hall, and it 
was said-that the slogan of the meeting 
would be ‘‘ American ships for American 
seamen.”

DENBY RENEWS PLEA 
FOR AIRPLANE CRAFT 


Costly ‘Carriers’ to Be Asked of 
Congress as a Lesson of 
Ostfriesland’s Sinking.

WASHINGTON, July Secretary 
Denby said today, in answer te an in- 
quiry, that he will soon renew his recom- 
mendation to Congress for an appro- 
priation to enable the navy to under- 


take at the earliest possible time the 
construction of two airplane carriers at 


@ cost of about $30,000,000 each, includ- 
ing armament. 

The Secretary’s recommendation will 
be based on the lessons of the bombing 
tests off the Virginia Capes, during 
which the ex-German battleship Ost- 


friesland was attacked and sunk by 
army Martin bombers operating -at sea 
100 pies from their base at Langley 
Field. 

Secretary Denby and high officers of 
the naval service have been greatly im- 
pressed with the sinking of the Ostfries- 
land and with the new menace that the 
success of this experiment raises against 
a battleship. 

Hven Galore the tésts demonstrated 
the ability of aircraft to sink battleships 
with aircraft bombs dropped from the 
sky, the Navy Department had strongly 
urged upon Congress the construction of 
two airplane carriers. 

The House struck the item from the 
Naval Appropriation bill, and the Sen- 
ate restored the item, but when the 
measure emerged from the conference 
all reference to airplane carriers was 
missing, and the bill was finally passed 
without granting any carriers. 

The official report of the Board of 
Observers on the bombing tests will not 
be submitted to Secretary Denby for 
some time, but he said today that he 
did not have to await that report to 
learn the effect of aircraft bombing at- 
tacks on battleships, for he was himself 
present and saw the Ostfriesland take 
its final plunge into the ocean.

Senator Would Not’ Fund Our 
Foreign Debt Until After Dis- 
armament Conference. 


POINTS TO COSTLY ARMIES 


Holds United States Should Demand 
Payment if Nations Continue Great : 
Military Expenditures.

WASHINGTON, July 25.—That the 
funding of the foreign debt of the 
United States should be postponed until 
after the disarmament conference has 
concluded its work was proposed in the 
Senate today by Senator Borah. Should 
the debtor nations continue their vast 
expenditures for armament ,the United 
States, Senator Borah added, should in- 
sist that those nations promptly meet 
their debts, with interest. 

‘“‘We are now,’ said Senator Borah, 
‘‘ninder this process, in fact, lending for- 
eign Governments about $1,000,000 a day, 
and in the fact that we are forgiving 


the interest or deferring it we are, in 
fact, imposing upon the American tax- 
payers the burden of taking care of our 
taes and continuing to lend to foreign 
Governments at the rate of nearly 
$1,000,000 a day. In other words, to 
the extent which the foreign Govern- 
ments can in good faith meet this debt 
and interest upon it we should inform 


them that we expect that to be done. | 


|The policy should be a definite, a posi- 
itive and a firm policy; otherwise, it 
never will achieve anytning. 

‘“There is one other feature of this 


question to which I desire to call at- | 


tention, and that is the relation of the 
foreign debt to disarmament. If I had 
my way about it I would not fund this 
debt at all nor delay the interest until 
after the disarmament parley had con- 
cluded its final session. It-may be a 
matter of very great importance in 
the treatment of the quéstions 
will arise at that parley. Certainly, if 
the Governments are unable, as_ they 
say, to meet their foreign debt and con- 
tinue to expend the vast sums which 
they are now expending #4or arma-ment 
i: would cause us to adopt an entirely 
different policy in case we should fail 
to agree upon disarmament.

‘I have endeavored,’’ Senator Borah 
continued, ‘‘ to get it in more ways than 
one, but I have not been able to get it, 
and therefore cannot state it, but the 
Senators can imagine what 800,000 men 
are costing. The british Navy cost this 
year, or will cost this year, about $765,- 
586,080; the British Army about $1,968, -

States if it remains just as it is now 
until we’ shall have determined whether 
the world can get rid of its armaments,

‘“*So far as I am _ individually con- 
cerned, I would utilize all the power 
that this great Republic can command 
to change the program which is now be- 
ing carried out, and if I could use this 
vast debt, if the obligations which it im- 
poses could be commanded to that end, 
I would not hesitate to say so.”’

At the conclusion of Senator Borah’s 
speech, Senator King of Utah introduced

PROPOSAL MADE TO HUGHES 


| Garay Declares United States Has 
Eliminated Costa Rica From 
the Contest.

WASHINGTON, July 25.—In a _ note 
which has been communicated to Seere- 
tary of State Hughes by Dr. Narciso 
Garay, her Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
now in Washington on a special mission, 
‘Panama has asked that her boundary 
dispute with Costa Rica be referred to 
the Permanent Court at The Hague. 

In making this request Dr. Garay sets 
forth at length the reasons why his 
Government is unable to accept ‘‘ the 
White award and half of the Loubet 
award,’’ and asks the United States 
Government, in accordance with Article 
88 of The Hague Convention for the 
Pacific Settlement of International Dis- 
putes, to submit to that tribunal the 
question as to whether the White award 
is valid against Panama. 

Dr. Garay says in his note, it is 
learned, that a direct settlement with 
Costa Rica is impossible; that the 
United States has practically eliminated 
Costa Rica from the controversy and 
| that the point at issue is now with this 
country. The United States recently 
| insisted in a note to Panama that the 
| boundary dispute with Costa Rica be 
| settled under the terms of the White 
| award, a decision by the late Chief 
| Justice White as to the proper inter- 
| pretation of a former award by Presi- 
| dent Loubet of France. Both countries 
| by treaty agreed to accept the White 
| award, when it should be rendered, as 
final; but Panama takes the position 
that Chief Justice White exceeded his 
| instructions and decided more than he 
was called on to decide and that, there- 
fore, his decision is not valid. 

Dr. Garay declared in his note to Sec- 
retary Hughes that in case the United 
States Government insisted on Panama 


carrying out ‘‘ the White award"’ and 
half of the Loubet award ‘“‘ his Gov- 
ernment could not do otherwise than to 
maintain its position and confront the 
consequences of its legal and moral in- 
ability to comply.”’

| the hope, however, that it would be pos-

ment of international disputes, of which 
both countries are signatories, to sub- 
mit to the arbitration of The Hague’s 
Permanent Court the very point at is- 
sue, formerly between Panama and 
Costa Rica, now between Panama and 
the United States, to wit: Is the White 
award within the terms of the Arbitral 
Compramise so ‘as to make it. valid 
against Panama? 

‘The conflict between the two coun- 
tries being of a legal nature and ob- 
viously justiciable, and the vital inter- 
ests and national honor ‘of the United 
States being not in cause, the Panama 
Mission hopes that due deference for 
the sovereign rignts of the Republic of 
Panama and for the cause of arbitra- 
tion, so dear to the United States, will 
prompt the acceptance of a solution that 
will prevent a settlement by force.’’

The Health Department of 
Mississippi is considered the best in the 
Southern States, and that is why the re- 
ports from that State are more com- 
plete than those received from other 
cotton belt States. 

Owing to the completeness of the re- 
ports from Mississippi an impression 
has been created that the pellagra situ- 
ation in that State is more serious than 
in any other section of the South. As 
a matter of fact, it is not worse, and 
State control there is probably the most 
efficient in the cotton belt. 

The States where the disease has 
made its greatest progress as a result 
of semifamine conditions among the 
little farmers and textile workers are 
the two Carolinas, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Tennessee, Ar- 
kansas d Texas. The disease also 
exists’ in parts of Virginia, Oklahoma

TO BOOTLEG RUM 


Alcohol Wrecking More Brains 
Since Prohibition Than War 
Shell-Shock, Physician Says. 


WITNESS IN LUNACY CASE 


Grand Jury Inquiry Into Long Island 
Roadhouses May Follow Fatal 
Auto Accident. 


Dr. Perry M. Lichtenstein, resident 
Physician at the Tombs, testifying yes- 
terday before a Commission in Lunacy 
sitting to determine the condition of 
Philip Murtha, 28, of 541 West 141st 
Street, said that alcohol is causing more 
insanity since prohibition went into ef- 
fest than was caused by shell shock 
@nd kindred influences during the 
World War. 

He testified that Murtha was suffer- 
ing from alcoholic insanity and that 

was one of many cases that had 
come to his attention since prohibition. 
Many steady drinkers, he added, are 
unable to give up intoxicating liquor 
and will drink the poisonous substitutes 
now being offered for sale. 
alcohol is. absorbed through the lym- 
phatic system and causes a toxic con- 
dition which deadens the nervous sys 
tem and produces what is known to 
alienists as alcoholic psychgsis. 

Whether a person was incurably in- 
gane,.he said, depended upon how much 
damage was done to his nervous system 
before treatmnt began.

England Prohibition Agent.

BOSTON, Mass., July 25.—Former em- 
ployes of the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment, receiving large sums of money for 
their advice, are aiding an international 
syndicate of rum smugglers to flood At- 
lantic coast cities with liquor from 
Canada and nearby British possessions, 
according to Harold D. ‘Wilson, chief 
prohibition officer for the New England 
district. 

These former inspectors and _ clerks, 
Mr. Wilson said today, are guiding the 
smugglers in all their movements, using 
their knowledge of the habits of the 
Internal Revenue. Agents and _ Coast 
Guards. The conspiracy, Mr. Wilson 
said, includes Boston, New Haven, other 
New England coast cities and cities fur- 
ther south. 

So far, Mr. Wilson said, only one veés- 
sel suspected of being connected with | 
this rum running plot, had been found 
in Boston harbor. This steamer’s cargo 
of alcohol, he said, consigned to Africa, 
was found to have been 75,000 gallons 
short when inspectors from the Internal 
Revenue Department visited her here 
last week. 

‘*The rum runners,’’ Mr. Wilson add- 
ed, ‘‘ are reported to have several ves- 
sels, both steam and sail, aided by a 
fleet of large motor boats and fishing 
craft, seaworthy enough to meet the 
larger vessels off the coast, transfer the 
cargo, and carry it ashore.”’

When finally the Watson and Fletcher 
broods had been separated temporary 
quiet was resumed. But it was about 
this time that Watson drove home from 
his business in Pawtucket. With him 
was George Roth of 115 Beaver Hiul 
Avenue, Pawiucket, whom Watson had 
given a ride-as far as his own home. 
Roth later said that, as the machine 
stopped, one of Watson's sons rushed 
up and imparted the information that 
the ‘‘FPletcher children had | been 
throwing stones again. "’ 

Watson went into the house. Fletcher 
in the meantime had remained in his 
own home and had not mixed in either 
the children’s or the women's squabble.

ty» explain the shooting. Scotellaro pro- 
tested his innocence, insisting that one 
of two strangers approached the pair 
|and fired. The detectives found many 
implausibilities in the | accused man’s 
story. : 
In one of Martinez’s pockets an appli- 
cation was found for a permit to trans- 
port whisky, which the police regardea 
as definitely connecting him with liquor 
traffic cf some sort. Scotellaro said 
that he was in the oil importing busi- 
ness at the Hester Street address, where 
his father conducts a department store, 
and that he lived at %431 Large Oak 
Drive in the Bronx. 

In his pocket were five $1,000 bills and 
one $500 bill. He had a pistol permit 
|; and explained that he carried a weapon 
because he usually had from $6,000 to 
$8,000 in cash. He used the money for 
quick turnovers in olive oil and in dry 
| goods for his father, he said, but the 
| police believed the cash in big bills 
| strengthened the presumption that the 
! man was engaged in some other occupa- 
| tion. 

The shooting took place at 5:30 in the 
evening in a clump of woods about 200 
feet from Southfield Boulevard, between 
Dongan Hills and Grant City, Both 
Italians agreed that they went to Staten 
Island in the morning to search for a 
bungalow site for Scotellaro’s wife. 
They visited South and Midland Beacnes 
and found nothing satisfactory and 
Martinez said that his companion 
seemed reluctant to return to Manhat- 
tan.

Thompson found a policeman who tele- 
phoned the alarm to Headquarters 
whence it was relayed to all Staten 
Island ferry terminals.

Seotellaro was caught as he ‘ap- 
proached the ferry. An empty pistol 
was found in a pocket of the car. The 
police said that a shell had been fired 
from one chamber. 

At the New Dorp Hospitat, where Mar- 
tinez had been taken, he viewed Scot- 
telano, identified him, the police said, 
and asked again and again: ‘‘ Why did 
you shoot me? ”’ 

Martinez, who was not expected to 
live until morning, is 6 feet tall and 
weighs 300 pounds. Until a month ago 
he drove & wagon for a cheese merchant 
across the street from his home. His 
occupation since then was. not learned. 
He had $600 in his pocket.

Two Concerns That Made Them for 
Britai: Are Now Suing.

LONDON, July 25.—The history of the 
Lewis machine gun, invented by an 
American, wags detailed to the King’s 
Bench Division today when the Arms 
Automatique Lewis and the Birmingham 
Small Arms Company, Ltd., sought to 


recover more than £5,000,000 from the 
Government for guns supplied during 
the war. 

The Government ordered one Lewis 
machine gun in April, 1912. In Decem- 
ber three guns were ordered, and on 
Aug. 4, 1914, just before the war began, 
five guns were ordered at £175 ($875) 
each. 

Use of the Lewis guns during the war 
is well Known. Tha companies’ counsel 
disclosed that m one week of March, 
1918, the British lost 4,000 of them in 
action, and the Birmingham Small Arms 
Company not only replaced them within 
two weeks but doubled the number.

[BRITISH BIRD LAW 


SBEN AS FAILURE 


New Measure Called Half Vic- 
tory for Plumage Trade, at 
Which It Was Aimed. 


OPENS CONTRABAND TRAFFIC 


Women Can Wear All the Egret or 
Paradise Plumes They Like 
Coming From Abroad. 


The new British law which has for its 
object the protection of bird Hfe is not 
the same law as that which was on the 
eve of enactment when war came, Dr. 
William T, Hornaday, Campaigning 
Trustee of the Permanent Wild Life Pro- 
tection Fund, said yesterday, and he 
termed it a half victory for the London 
plumage trade. Ele predicted that the 
three representatives of- the . feather 
trade on the committee to be appointed 
would be ‘‘ hand picked’’ and would 
dominate the committee. 

“The measure recently enacted into 
law by Parliament,"’ said Dr. Hornaday, 
“is not the bill that was proposed by 
the Royal Society for the Protection of 
Birds, and several of its features are 
very objectionable to that organization. 
For example, the new law forbids the 
seizure of wild birds’ plumage that are 


worn into England from abroad upon | 


women’s hats. This opens wide the door 


to unlimited importation of paradise and 
egret plumage, which are the two kinds 
most strongly and insistently demanded 
by the feather trade, and upon which 
the feather trade’s greatest prem are 
made. For example, any milliner’s as- 
sistant can, at very stant expense, be 
sent over to Paris and within three days 
return to London, wearing upon her hat 
or hats a thousand dollars’ worth of 
paradise plumes, or $2,000 worth of egret 
plumes. This importation industry is 
open to hundreds of women: and the 
amount that they can bring into the 
London market is limited only by the 
supply in Parts. 
“The general execution of the new 
plumage law is placed in the hands of 
British Board of Trade, which is 


members, viz., ‘an independent Chair- 
man, two experts in ornithology, three 
experts of the feather trade, and four 
other members.’ 


Says Trade Will Dominate. 


‘* Nothing is more certain than that the 
three hand-picked and salaried represen- 
tatives of the feather trade eventually 
will dominate the committee and shape 
its conclusions. Minority rule in com- 
mittee is just as much of an institu- 


tion in England as it is in America. In 
the long run ,every committee of ten 
ersons is dominated by its three or 
our most vigorous and insistent men 

bers, and that is precisely what will 
happen with the Board of Trade’s com- 
mittee that will act upon the applica- 
tions of the plumage trade for permis- 
sion to import wild birds’ plumage from 
the Old World and South America. 

‘“The London: plumage trade insists, 
and always has insisted, that when the 
killing of birds does not involve an ex- 
termination of species, and is not done 
in a cruel manner, the killing for plum- 
age is all right, and no one should ob- 
ject to it. That is the ground on which 
the three members of the plumage trade 
will stand in the Board of Trade's com- 
mittee, 

‘““After ten years of arduous cam- 
paigning on the part of the Royal So- 
ciety for the Protection of Birds, cov- 

Great Britain and the two houses 
Parliament, for the protection of the 
wild birds of the world against the 
plumage trade, the defenders of the 
birds have been robbed of one-half the 
fruits of their labors and the plumage 
trade has won half a victory. 

“It was in July, 1914, that a full- 
| fledged victory was fairly within the 
grasp of the Royal Soctety for the Pro- 
tection of Birds and the defenders of the 
birds in Parliament. The bill of Mr. 
Hobhouse, a member of the British Cab- 
inet, had been so successfully conveyed 
|through the ranks of the bushwhackers 
‘and the obstructionists in the House 
of Commons that it was within two 
weeks of being passed by a sure and 
certain majority. During that two 
weeks war was declared between Eng- 
land and Germany, and the whole mat- 
ter was instantly postponed indefinitely. 
Ineidentally, Parliament made a mis- 
take in not putting that bill to a vote, 
regardless of the war, and passing it.

Many Obstructions Offered. 


‘The struggle over the Royal Society’s 
bill in Parliament revealed a vicious 
|feature of parliamentary tactics wholly 


unknown in this country. It seems that 


the way to kill a bill that is in the 
hands of a Parliamentary committee is 
by the introduction of a gerat number 


of frivolous and latory amendments, 
every one of which, however, requires 
to be considered and voted upon. In 1914 
the bushwhackers of the plumage trade 
introduced about one hundred dilatory 
amendments an& vociferously demanded 
that each one be consiered, Previous to 
that, by some strange process, the feath- 
er trade had succeeded in enlisting the 
sympathies and the quast support of a 
very considerable number of reputable 
British zoologists, who in their desire 
to be very upright leaned so far back- 
ward that they fell into the camp of the 
plumage trade. They subscribed to the 
feather trade's proposals for ‘ study, in- 
vestigation and experimentation in the 
domestication of plumage birds’ that 
were not only preposterous, but directly 
in line with other dilatory practices at- 
tempted by the feather trade. 

‘* Notwithstanding all this, however, 
the Royal Society and its hosts of sup- 
porters had the feather trade beaten and 
a complete yictory was fairly within 
their grasp. And then the war broke 

, upsetting everything. 

‘“In important wild life protection 
causes it is the American way to make 
no compromises with the enemy and to 
accept no half victories. It has been 
our policy to accept defeat tather than 
a half-way measure. But outside of 
‘America it may be that circumstances 
alter cases. We'can do things for wild 
life protection in the United States and 
Canada which it seems cannot be done 
anywhere else. “Perhaps our allies in 
London were wise in refraining from 
fighting the bill that recently became a 
law, which policy they may have adopt- 
ed in the belief that as* matters stand 
in London a complete victory in Parlia- 
ment was impossible, and half a victory, 
subject to improvement in the future, 
would be better than none. It is well, 
however, for Amerfcan bird defenders 
to remember that the new British law 
is by no mans satisfactory to the Royal 
Soctety for the Protection of Birds.’

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FAMILY ROW LEADS 
TO THREE BEING-SHOT 


Two Separate Incidents in Brook- 
lyn Happen Within Two Hours 
—Bystander a Victim. 


Three persons were wounged in two 
brooklyn shooting affrays last night, 
which happened within about two hours. 
Both were separate incidents, although 
the same family differences were in- 
volved, the police said. 

Angelo Pulee, 25 years old, a laborer 
of 8&8 Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn, and 
Mrs. Anna J. Rayer, 48, proprietor of a 
dry goods store at 228 Atlantic Avenue, 
were victims of the first shooting, about 
9 o'clock. ‘Two hours later Mito Grazino, 


42, of 358 Hicks Strect, was shot at the 
home of his wife, 8 Emmet Street, 
‘Brooklyn. 

All were taken to the Long’ Island 
College Hospital. Puleo and Mrs. Rayer 
were reported to be in a dangerous con- 
dition, Puleo had a wound in*the chest 
and Mrs. Rayer a wound in the groin. 
Grazino was less seriously injured. 

Stephana Felicia, 21 years old, of 358 
Hicks Street, a longshoreman, was held 
because of the first shooting. Mrs. 
Grazino also was accused of felonious 
assault, after the second shooting. She 
and Felicia are sister and brother. 

The bases of both shootings, the po- 
lice say, was resentment over alleged 
attentions by Puleo to.Mrs. Grazino. 
Mrs. Grazino and her husband have been 
separated for about three years. 

Mrs. Rayer was the victim of a stray 
bullet. “elicia, the police say, met 
Angelo Puleo and his brother, Andrea, 
on Atlantic Avenue shortly before 9 
o'clock. It is said he remonstrated 
against Puleo’s alleged attentions to 
Mrs. Grazino. The quarrel was heated. 
Suddenly, according to the police, Fe- 
licia fired three times, Many persons 
were. in the street. One bullet hit Puleo 
and another hit Mrs. Rayer as she stood 
in a group in front of her store, 

Detectives Pucciano, Reardon, Cassidy 
and McDonald were near by in an auto- 
mobile.

Lynch, infuriated, 
sought to retaliate, but the champion 
was wild and decidedly ineffective. He 
landed repeatedly. but the strength in 
the Lynch blow was gone and Herman 
just smiled a smile of contentment and 
supreme confidence. 

The battle was fast. It was interest- 
ing. The sight of a champion and a 
former champion striving for a ring title 
must of necessity be interesting, par- 
ticularly so when the combatants are 
registered among the fring’s “little 
men.”’ 

Herman fought with the fury of an 
infuriated bull at times and so did 
Lynch. The New Orleans boxer, on oc- 
casions, crashed home blows’ which 
rocked the champion from head to heels. 
Lynch at times responded to these hard 
cracks with outbursts of fury which kad 
the crowd yelling wildly, but the cham- 
pion’s rallies were short-lived. He had 
not the strength necessary for sus- 
tenance. 

Lynch's -best chance to win the battle 
slipped past in the second round. He 
had Herman in distress in this session, 
had the Crescent City boxer backed 
against the ropes from the effects of a 
terrific right to the point of the chin.

But wealth seized the life preserver of 
tax-exempt securities, thrown by the 
same legislators. Thus incomes of 
one million were at a maximum of 206 
in 1916, and decreased in each suc- 
cessive year until in 1919 they were 
but 65. “ 

The United States may truthfully be 
said to have been enriched by the war. 
At least it is difficult to believe that 
the country is poorer when the income 
tax yields $141,908,269 more, and the 
total income increased $3,934,852,093. 
It is hard to doubt that there are 
more million dollar incomes than there 
were in 1914—when they were 60— 
but the tax gatherer cannot find them. 
The income surtaxes and the excess 
profits taxes are no longer a stand-by. 
The two inescapable facts are that the 
Treasury must be kept in funds and 
that- the rich cannot be overtaxed by 
the laws ingeniously devised for that 
end. The fault is not in trying to tax

WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 


United States Has Given £25,000, 

but More Is Needed. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

About six months ago I Ventured to 
ask the people of America to assist 
their British brethren in the preserva- 
tion of Westminster Abbey, that great 
monument and tabernacle of the Eng- 
lish-speaking race, which was then in 
a state of some peril owing to the rav- 
ages of time and the elements. 

As I hoped and expected, America was 
generous, even in these days of mul- 
tiplied demands and steadily dimtinish- 
ing incomes. Your people contributed 
about £15,000 to the fund, a great part 
of which—f£10,000—came from* the Car- 
negie Endowment for . Peace. The 
| Anglo-American Oil Company in Lon- 
{don also sent another £10,000, while 
Americans then in England did not fail 
to help. Altogether, the United States 
has been responsible for more than 
| 95,000 of the total of £160,000 which 
has now been raised. 

The fund itself was started on St. 
Peter’s Day, June 29, 1920, so the Dean 
|cr Westminster entertained the Trus- 
| tees, the committee and others con-| 
| nected “with the undertaking to dinner |} 
in the Jerusalem Chamber of the Abbey 
on June 29 of this yea® marking a 
year’s progress by a pleasant and mem- 
orable gathering. 

Naturally enough, expressed the 
gratitude, not of himself alone, nor of 
the Chapter and Trustees, but of the 
unnumbered millions of the English- 
speaking peoples, past, present and to 
come, to those who had helped to pre- 
| serwe the Abbey from deterioration and |

Experience Has Given a Strong Be- 
lief in the Justice of the System. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In-your issue of July 15, under the 
caption of ‘‘ Minds of the Jury,” 
Leon Gilbert Simon writes of his eignt 
years’ experience as a juror. I wish to 
write of my experience as a juryman, 
which extends over forty years and 
which is somewhat different from Mr. 
Simon’s. 

We often hear the expression, the 
erage juryman’’ is this or that; 
cially do we hear it from a lawyer 
when his side has been beaten at aj 
jury trial. This very question I have 
often discussed with Judges of our Su- 
preme Court and Courts of General 
Sessions, and they agree with me that 
the average juryman is as capable 
performing his function as the average 
lawyer is in presenting his case. I have 
been a juryman in the county courts, | 
the city courts, the Supreme Court and 
the criminal courts, sitting regularly 
according to summons, and never asked 
to be excused. I in jury duty, | 
and my experience has taught me that} 
ten out of jurymen try to do} 
their duty faithfully without prejudice } 
and are justice-loving. 

A number things that 
seems to have experienced I 
perfenced. I have never seen jurymen | 
as employers or employes with a grudge 
refuse to deal fairly: with one another, ! 
as Mr. Simon says he has. He also 
states: “Jurors do not seem to be 
alive to their moral responsibility, and

Night 
bombing at sea at a highly mobile tar- 
is almost impossible. In a heavy 
with decks awash, a ship is an 

almost impractical bombing target. A 
sieady stiff breeze is an ald both to 
bombing and flying, but a high °wind, 
such as that at Coronel, is a detriment 
to both flying and bombing, especially 
if the sea vessel’s commander takes in- 
telligent advantage of the wind direc- 
tion. 

To more clearly emphasize the above 
facts I trust I may be permitted to re- 
iterate, and again cal! attention to the 
very unsatisfactory bombing of the sta- 
tionary target by aircraft under con- 
ditions especially favorable and chosen 
for the aviators, and to the quite un- 
successful attempt to bomb the Iowa, 
moving at less than half the slowest 
speed of any of the surface vessels en- 
gaged in the battles of MHeligoland, 
Coronel, Falkland and Jutland. Also, 
the Iowa was unprotected by fog. dark- 
ness, rough weather, smoke screens or 
friendly aircraft. 

The issue which Brig. Gen. Mitchell 
has raised is a most illegitimate one and 
ene which will do untold hurt to both 
aviation and the navy. It is as if ho 
proposed to abolish infantry In the army 
‘nd let the aircraft do its work. 

The duty of aircraft on }Jand, as they 
ere at present developed, is to scout, 
zather information, photograph, bomb 
important bases and towns, principally 
for morale destruction, and exterminate 
emeny aircraft. On land these duties 
are quite exactly executed because 
bombing and navigation instruments 
have definite, fixed objects on which to 
sight and compute. At sea aviation 
might be called an inexact science. The 
aviator, besides having to navigate for 
two bodies (the movement of the air 
over the earth and the movement of the 
aircraft through the air), has no food 
for his instruments but the sun, stars, 
wind and heaving sea. About fifteen 
interception problems in which an air- 
craft was supposed to fly out and in- 
tercept a moving vessel «starting from 
a definite latitude and longitude have 
come under my personal observation 
and all but two failed even though 
weather conditions were ideal. 

va aircraft, while it prohably never 
will be as important in naval operations 
as it will be in land operations, due to 
peculiarities inherent in sea _ service, 
and some of which I have touched upon, 
is of great use as an informer and range 
tinder at sea, and it will find its chief 
activity in that field and in fighting off 
enemy aircraft. Certain large aircraft 
are being developed, the duties of which 
place them categoricaliy with destroy- 
ers, but which could no more displace 
the capital ships than could “the de- 
stroyers. 

According to the only accessible rec- 
ords of the French and English, the ai-- 
craft as a direct anti-submarire weapon 
was very disappointing and did not ap- 
proach even remotely the effectiveness 
of the destroyer. 

I have but touched on their surfaces 
a very few of the phases of this im- 
portant problem, which is certainly more 
complex than dumping seventy-eight 


bombs at a motionless steel can on a 
fine Summer’s day for one hour and 
thirty-seven minutes over and beyond 
the time limit allowed by the conven- 
tional working day. 

In its field the aircraft is indispensa- 
ble and should be developed to the great- 
cst extent, both in the army and the 
navy, but to bab it out of its field 
and into competition where, if tested 
fairly, it will illegitimately lose caste 
in the popular mind and press, or where, 
if tested unfairly and given advantages 
it would not have in battle, it will dis- 
credit the fighting ship, which is the 
very backbone of our defense, is an ex- 
traordinarily dangerous thing to do in 
a democracy like the United States.

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ZR-210 BRISTLE 
WITH ARMAMENT 


Our New British-Built Rigid Air- 
ship Will Be Protected on 
Top and Bottom. 


WAR’S LESSONS ARE HEEDED 


With Machine Guns, Automatics 
and Two Kinds of Bombs, She 
Will Be an Aerial Dreadnought. 


LONDON, June 17.—Uncle Sam will 
soon become the possessor of the British 
built R-38, the largest rigid airship yet 
constructed in any country and a craft 
that represents the very ‘last word” 
in ‘‘ aerial dreadnought ’’ designing. 

Trim and smart as the quarterdeck of 
an Admiral’s flagship, the R-38, soon 
to be designated officially by her new 
American name, ZR-2, is claimed to be 
the most formidable craft ever to ‘‘ take 
the air.’’ 

She is expected to be capable of 5,000 
miles flight at full speed—seventy miles 
per hour—or 6,500 miles at a “‘ cruising 
speed ’’ of sixty miles per hour. 

Her specifications call for an arma- 
ment of .fourteen Lewis guns, a one- 
pound automatic gun, four bombs of 
520 pounds and eight bombs of 230 
pounds. The machine guns are dis- 
tributed at vantage points so that any 
form of attack, from land, sea or air, 
might effectually be combatted. 

The ship’s heavy armament serves as 
an index to her character. She is de- 
signed to serve, if occasion arises, as 
the general headquarters of a whole 
battle fleet, eyes, ears and, in emer- 
gency, an auxiliary ‘‘ business end.” 
From the compact, convenient ‘ skip- 
per’s’’ cabin close up under her nose 
to the neat little machine-gunner’s 
““nest’’ at the very tip of her stern, 
ZR-2’s arrangement and _ construction 
spells efficiency and “strictly  busi- 
ness.” ; 

Without extensive alterations, ZR-2 
could not accommodate comfortably 4 
party of 65 persons as did the Italian- 
bullt, semi-rigid airship ‘‘ Roma ”’ after 
being taken over by the American Gov- 
ernment recently. But if a submarine 
were sighted, ZR-2 could manoeuver into 
position, then the mere pressing of a 
button in the captain’s control cabin 
would release a bomb, or a dozen bombs, 
if required, to ‘‘ do in’’ the enemy un- 
dersea boat. 


Protection from Airplanes. 


If the enemy airplanes became bother- 
some during this procedure, they would 
not find, as was the case with the Ger- 
man Zeppelins, that there was an un- 
protected spot under the ZR-2’s lowet 
part aft where they could hover and 
pump machine-gun bullets into his gas- 
oline tanks. To meet just such a con- 


tingency there is the stern machine-gun 
nest, one situated some 50 yards ahead 


on the underpart of the ship, and one 
in each, of four of the ship’s engine cars, 
which are suspended at her sides. 

Should the attack come from above, 
a gunner, protected from the fury of 
high altitude winds in a cockpit at the 
top of the ship, would probably be able 
to do anything necessary with his one- 
pound automatic piece. 

These represent some of the many im- 
provements, indicated by examination of 
wrecked Zeppelins and other experience, 


which have been incorporated in the 


ZR-2. 

Seen in flight, the ZR-2 will be much 
like her sister ship R-34, of transatlantic 
fame. But her shimmering sides and 
clean appearance conceal a confusion of 
‘(interior workings ’’ that, to one un- 
accustomed to such craft, is most be- 
wildering. 

As one proceeds along the narrow, 
‘* man-high '’ corridor which extends the 


entire length of the ship he sees a com- 
plication of  criss-crossea aluminium 
girders, rows of gasoline and water 
tanks, what seems to be, and actually 
are, acres of fabric gas bags, and a 
miscellany of guy wires, control valves, 
pipes, swivels, hinges and gew-gaws that 
defy understanding. But after a guide 
who knows every inch of the gigantic 
bulk has made explanations the handling 
of the ship is seen to be simplicity 
itself. 

Thus, the ‘‘ skipper,’’ standing at the 
wheel in his cabin, just as a sea Cap- 
tain on the bridge, has within reach a 
miscellany of buttons, switches and 
levers, electrically controlled, with 
which he can release ballast water, de- 
flate one or more gas bags, empty his 
gasoline\tanks, start a bomb toward an 
objective, and, of course, steer the ship 
upward; downward, to right or left. 


Complete Telephone System. 


He can send orders through a tele- 
phone system which- connects up the 
whole ship, for the starting or stopping 
of one or all of the ship’s six propelling 
engines, advise his machine gunners of 
the approach of an enemy, or, through 
the operator at his back, send observa- 
tions by wireless to a flagship or land 
base. 

Comfortable bunks are provided for 
the off-shift of the crews—in all, 30 of- 
ficers and men. Durin —— flight 
warm meals are made possible by a 
system of cooking from engine exhaust 
heat. Electric lights are provided 
wherever required. The ship can “ tie 
up”’ to a mooring mast, replenish her 
gas, oil, water and fuel containers 
through ‘‘feed’’ pipes terminating at 
her bow, and resume her journey with 
the loss of but a few hours’ sailing 
To are some of ZR-2’s measurements 
and specifications:

If adapted for transport, ZR-2 could 
carry forty passengers and two tons of 
freight in a non-stop flight from Eng- 
land to Egypt in about forty-eight hours. 
As a result of the experience gained in 
building ZR-2, however, her constructors 
have designed a ship with a gas capacity 
of about 4,000,000 cubic feet, which it 
is believed could carry fifty passengers 
and thirteen tons of freight on the same 
journey in forty hours.

Dr. Cortejarena’s death occurred today 
at Rosario de la Frontera, in the Prov- 
ince of Salta, where he was on a vaca- 
tion, and was due to an attack of men- 
ingitis. 

Dr. Cortejarena was a lawyer and 
author and at one time was a member 
of the Legislature. He was considered 
one of the most able journalists in South 
America. Razon, under his direc- 
tion, grew to be the most influential 
evening paper in Argentina. 

Dr. Cortejarena, who was described 
by his North American friends as a 
‘“‘live wire,’’ was one of the pioneers 
in introducing modern newspaper meth- 
ods in the collection and publication of 
news. La Razon won immediate popu- 
larity because of its enterprise in the 
speedy publication of local as well as 
foreign news, at the same time gaining 
a reputation for independence in political 
matters. 

Dr. CortejJarena was 44 years of age 
and a graduate of the law school of 
the University of Buenos Aires. He 
gained his early pournalistic training 
as a reporter and later as an editor.

Hight new affidavits in support of her 


charges against Philip Shaw, banker, 
of 15 William Street, whom she is suing 
for divorce, dave been fited in the Su- 
preme Court by Mrs. Elinor Shaw, who 
asks for $2,000 a month alimony, $7,500 
counsel fees and $3,000 additional for 
expenses, 

Hugh M. Hewson of 32 Nassau Street, 
counsel for Mr: Shaw, asked Supreme 
Court Justice Francis Martin yesterday 
for a postponement in order to study the 
new affidavits. Benjamin F. Spellman 
of 115 Broadway, counsel for Mrs. 
Shaw, objected. He told the Court that 
his client had been obliged to sell some 
runnin ex-

rugs to pay her 

as her husband had 
penniless after she had been 
sessed by the landlord. 

Justice Martin granted an adjourn- 
ment until tomorrow. In the corridor of 
the Court House, Mr. Spellman asked 
Mr. Hewson what had become of Ma- 
drienne La Barre, former Ziegfield Fol- 
lies show girl, mentioned as co-respond- 
ent by Mrs. Shaw and who is reported 
to have disappeared from her Somer- 
ville, Mass., Mr. 
no reply. 

In her supplementary affidavits Mrs. 
Shaw admits accompanying her husband 
to Bretton Woods, N. H., in September, 
1920, but denied she knew anything of 
his alleged misconduct at the time. The 
first time she became suspicious, she 
eaid, was on Jan. 25, 1921, and when 
she accused him, she said he asked for 
forgiveness. This she refused. . 

Subsequently she went on an automobile 
trip through the South and decided td 
sue for divorce. Her affidavits state 
in part: : 

‘The character of the man I am fight- 
ing is best shown in this: He is at- 
tempting to free himself from the obliga- 
tion to support me on the ground that 
my marriage to him was invalid al- 
though we were man and wife for nine- 
teen years.”’ 

Documents from the Massachusetts 
courts certifying as to the divorce grant- 
ed Mrs. Shaw from her former husband, 
William M. Jordan, were filed with the 
papers. 

Attorney Hewson took exception to 
some of the affidavits and quoted from 
a decision of Justice Morschauser in 
the Stillman case. He held that a plain- 
tiff or defendant in a-divorce suit might 
not testify as to alleged misconduct on 
the part of his or her life partner. It 
was also a question, he said, as to 
whether testimony from one of the in- 
terested parties could be received as to 
the earning capacity of the other.

CHICAGO, July ~The confessions 
made by Cicotte, Williams and Jackson 
before the Grand Jury last Fall telling 
of their part in the alleged plot to throw 
the 1919 world’s series to Cincinnati for 
$100,000 were admitted evidence at 
the trial of the former White Sox play- 
ers today by Judge Friend after Chief 
Justice Charles A. McDonald, who di- 
rected the Gyand Jury inquiry, testified 
that the confessions had been made vol- 
untarily.

Ina public state- 
ment today Ban Johnson, President of 
the American League, charged that 
Rothstein had paid $10,000 for the con- 
fessions, declaring that after Rothstein 
had found he was not implicated, he 
turned them over to a newspaper man.

GREEKS’ ADVANCE 


Turn on Their Pursuers at Pass 
Forty Miles East of 
Eski-Shehr. 


KEMAL’S POLICY OF RUIN 


His Troops Burn Villages as They 
Retire, Leaving Refugees 
Hamper Greeks’ Advance.

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 25 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—-The Turks have helted 
forty miles east of Eski-Shehr, at the 
pass of Altikeuk, and also at Seid-El- 
Ghazi, where a counter- 
stopped the Greeks’ advance. 

There seems to be no doubt that the 
Greeks obtained an important initial 
ecccess in the taking of Kutaia and 
Eski-Shehr, due to their great superior- 
ity in artillery. Allied amilitary observ- 
ers, however, 


= has been reached in the fight- 
ng. 


ESKI-SHEHR, Asia Minor, July 25 
(Associated Press).—The Greeks entered 
Eski-Shehr, headed by Prince Andrew, 
but did not stop there. They continued 
their pursuit of the retreating Turks 
into the open plains beyond the city. 

The Greek aavance was, made with the 
utmost rapidity. By night its path was 
lighted by scores of immense blazes 
all along the road and up the mountain- 
side, consisting of burning villages 
which had been fired by the retiring 
Nationalists. From Ainegul on. in a 
radius of fifty miles around Eksi-Shehr, 
few villages are left. Turkish prisoners 
say it is the purpose of Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha, if he must withdraw in 
this district, to leave the Greeks noth- 
ing but homeless refugees to feed. 

The roads are choked with fleeing 
Turkish refugees from burning villages, 
making their\ way toward Brussa in 
buffalo carts, on asses and afoot, with 
nothing but hastily-gathered intimate 
belongings. They say their villages 
were looted by the Nationalist soldiery 
before being set on fire. 

Thus whole communities are migrating 
as units in groups of 2,000 and 3,000 
each, greatly impeding the supply ser- 
vice of the Greek army and rendering 
the countryside unsafe. 

The crops in the fields along the path 
of the Hellenic army’s advance have 
been left unharvested by the dispersed 
and terrified villagers. This presages 
famine during the coming Winter, as the 
utmost efforts are required on the part 
of the Greeks to supply their army alone 
from its base, 600 miles distant, at 
Piraeus. 

Every Greek soldier is being used in 
the military operatrons, the police work 
at Brussa and Mudania being done by 
sailors from the Greek fleet. As all the 
soldiers are required in the front line 
service, none is available to harvest the 
ungarnered grain. 

The Near Hast Relief is already caring 
for 7,000 Greeks, 4.000 Armenians and 
3,000 Turkish refugees in Brussa and is 
making efforts to meet the appalling 
new needs created by the recent mili- 
tary developments, especially as_ the 
refugees now on the way to Brussa 
are mostly Turkish, for whom the 
Greeks are not expected to make any 
great effort. 

ATHENS, July (Greek Official 
Agency.—The Greeks in Asia Minor have 
been following up energetically the vic- 
tory they gained over the Turkish Na- 
tionalists in the fighting brought on by 
the attempt of the Kemalites to recap- 
ture the keypoint of Eski-Shehr, on the 
3agdad Railway, according to official 
advices from the fighting front received 
here. The Greeks captured forty guns 
and took a great number of prisoners, 
the announcement states. Within a short 
time after the close of the battle and the 
caefinite repulse of the Turkish effort the 
Greeks had advanced more than twenty- 
five miles to the east of Eski-Shehr, and 
were continuing their pursuit of the 
enemy toward the interior. 

The official statement issued by the 
staff in Asia Minor on July 22, giving 
the result of the battle for Eski-Shehr, 
seys: 

‘The great battle for Eski-Shehr ended 
in a Greek victory and the pursuit of 
\the fleeing enemy is continuing more 
| than firty-five kilometers east of that 
town. Secret orders found on captured 
Turkish officers seemed to indicate that 
the enemy had concentrated his entire 
forces to recapture Eski-Shehr. 

‘‘ The remainder of the Turkish troops 
were forced to retreat toward Sivri- 
llissar. Forty guns were captured and 
}numerous prisoners made. The quick 
ludvance of the Greek forces makes the 
exact demarkation of the battleline im- 
possible.”’ 

General Papoulas, Greek Commander 
jin Chief on the Smyrna front, in a mes- 
sage to the Greek Governor at Smyrna 
announced that the ‘Turks were beaten 
and were retreating with the Greek 
troops in hot pursuit. 

A dispatch to the Embros from Con- 
stantinople declares the Turkish Council 
of Ministers. has decided td ask media- 
tior for the opening of peace negotia- 
tions. 

in the southern sector of the battle 
area the Greek troops are holding Afiun- 
Kurahissar firmly and have advanced 
their line toward Konieh. 

The Greek line of communications in 
the Eski-Shehr region is officially de- 
clared to be firmly established.

Although the Greeks are celebrating 
their victories in Athens and the Hel- 
lenic world is frenzied with enthusiasm, 
the leaders know the bulk of the orig- 
inal difficulties is still confronting 
their troops, but they still hope the suc- 
cess of the drive will weaken Kemal 
politically and give rise to a more con- 
cillatory Government in Angora. 

The Turks in their retreat abandoned 
great quantities of war material. In 
one place the Greeks picked up 100 oxen 
transports and five Skoda cannon, with 
four pairs of oxen attached to each. 
Numerous rifles labeled -in— Russian 
‘* Made in Russia,’’ 1920 and 1921 mod- 
els, were picked up. But the Turks 
themselves got away, with the exception 
of stragglers. 

As the Greeks advance, their transport 
difficulties, which they have overcome 
up to now with an astonishingly effi- 
cient organization, increase and more 
and more troops must be diverted to 
protect communications, which thins the 
ranks of the actual fighting soldiers. 


LONDON, July 25.—Dispatches’ from 
Athens to the Exchange Telegraph Com- 
pany say that Sunday newspapers there 
publish reports from Smyrna telling of 
a revolution in the city of Konieh, a 
railway centre about 350 miles south of 
Angora. The freports declare Turkish 
Nationalist Government authorities have 
been overthrown by the population of 
Konich. 


‘KILL TWELVE COMMUNISTS. 


Fascisti Terrorize Tuscan Village, 
Losing Only One of Their Men. 


ROME, July 25.—Twelve Communists 
and one member of the Fascisti were 
killed today in fighting at the village 
of Roccastrada, near Grosseto. Fascisti 
terrorized the village, entering early this 
morning and searching houses. It is 


said that wherever a peasant was found 
in possession of a Communist party card 
he was taken out and shot. Seventeen 
— were burned during the disor- 
er. 

Fifty Fascisti were ambushed by com- 
munists at Grosseto, forty miles south- 
west of Siena, Tuscany, on Sunday. One 
of the Nationalists was killed. The re- 
mainder pursued the communists, and 
it is reported that other deaths occurred.

The Soviet officials in Riga resent the 
offer as being conditional on the release 
of prisoners. One of them characterized 
it as ‘‘ weighing seven or eight pris- 
oners against a million lves,’’ but he 
expressed the opinion that the Soviet 
Government would accept it. 


An official Moscow Wireless dispatch 
received here describes in detail the hor- 
rors of the famine and the consequent 
mass migrations in search of food. The 
City of Saratov is like a ‘‘ gypsy camp, 
with its starving, emaciated and dying 
humanity.’’ The peasants there have 
subsisted since Spring on roots mixed 
with the ground bones of animals. In 
the German Volga communes the hun- 
ger began in the Winter, and much suf- 
fering prevailed.

DUBLIN, July 25 (Associated Press).— 
The Irish Bulletin, the official organ of

THREE-CENT POSTAGE 
MAY BE TAX FEATUR 


Revival of Some Stamp Taxes 
Also Taiked Of on Eve pf 
House Committee Hearings. 


FORDNEY CALLS ON HARDING 


Flat Tax on Corporations Is Favored 
by Mellon and Likely to 
Be Adopted. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—Plans for 
framing a new tax law took more def- 
inite form today as preparations were 
completed for the beginning tomorrow of 
the work of revision by the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 

President Harding heard from, Chair- 
man Fordney of the committee during 
the day details of what House leaders 
propose to do and information leaked 
out, indicating that three-cent, postage 
might be resorted to as a revenue pro- 
ducer. The return to the three-cent 
stamp, it is understood, was discussed 
at a conference Saturday between Sec- 
retary Mellon, Mr. Fordney and other 
Republican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee. The suggestion will 
be taken up with the Postoffice Depart- 
ment before any further steps are taken. 

In searching for methods to raise 
about $4,000,000,000 a year, members of 
the committee are said to have talked 
also of a stamp tax on bank checks but 
the suggestion, it is understood, was 
frowned on by the Treasury. Other 
stamp tax proposals may get consider- 
ation in the cammittee, but members 
said candidly that they feared the re- 
action from them. 

Mr. Mellon, it was said, told the com- 
mittee that he was opposed to the use 
of any sales tax to supplant the ex- 
cess profits levy which, it is conceded, 
will be abandoned. He is represented as 
favorable to a flat tax on corporations, 
believing that such a tax would offset 
the losses due to the contemplated re- 
peal of the excess profits tax and some 
minor assessments. 

Committee leaders said they believed 
the corporation tax would take the form 
of a 15 per cent. levy on incomes with 
the exemption of $2,000, now in effect, 
abolished, 


Representative Longworth of Ohio,

$500,000,000 a year. Mr. Longworth’s 
bill would reduce the higher surtaxes on 
incomes.

ABOLISHES TWO CANAL JOBS 


Weeks Disposes of Marshal and As- 
sistant In Zone Changes. 
Spectal to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 25.—Secretary of 
War Weeks, acting on recommendations 
made by the commission headed by 
Brig. Gen. W. D. Connor which was 
gent to the Panama Canal Zone to in- 
vestigate and make recommendations 
for a reorganization of the Canal Zone 
Government, has abolished the office of 
the United States Marshal and Assistant 
United States Marshal, which the com- 

mission believed to be unnecessary. 

The full report of the commission has 
not yet been received and, pending its 
arrival, Mr. Weeks today declined to 
enter into details as to what other 
changes are likely to be made in the 
canal organization. Both the _ posts 
abolished by the action of Mr. Weeks 
@re political appointments, he pointed 
out. Mr. Weeks believes the Canal Zone 
Government is ‘‘ overorganized’’ and 
that the present system of government 
fa too expensive. 

I naming the joint Military and 
Civilian Commission to make the in- 
vestigation, Mr. Weeks said that the 
Zone Government was ‘a construction 
camp government in a finished proposi- 
tion’’ and that: it probably was the 
most expensive government in. the 
world.

CHINA TO AID PARIS BANK 


To Assist In Reorganization Through 
| Subvention of 200,000,000 Francs. 


PARIS, July 25.—Representatives of 
the Chinese Government at a meeting to- 
day of stockholders of the Banque In- 
dustrielle de Chine, announced that 
China had decided to assist in the re- 
organization of the institution, ‘which 
recently filed a petition in liquidation, 
through a subvention of 200,000,000 
francs, the money to be raised aac 
a loan of 500,000,000 francs in China, the 
United States, England and France, the 
joan to be secured by revenue from the 
istamp duty, which will be revised. 

In making known this decision, Wang 
Tseng Tse, legal counselir of the Chinese 
legation in Paris, told the shareholders 
that China would back the bank to the 
fullest extent of her resources. The re- 
maining 300,000,000 francs of the loan 
is to -be used in France to develop 
Chinese trade with French industry.

INTENSIVE FRUIT CULTURE. 


How a 1,400-Acre Apple Orchard In 
England Is Planted and Cared For. 


Intensive fruit culture to an extent 
scarcely to be found in this country was 
noticed at Cambridge, England, by Pro- 
fessor L. C. Corbett of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, who has 
just returned from a European mission. 
A coneern there has an orchard of 1,400 
acres, so densely set that machine cul- 
tivation or the introduction of a horse- 
drawn spraying machine is impossible. 
Apple trees are set two rods apart and 
are headed high, six or seven feet from 
the ground, the spread of limb being 
more than six feet from the trunk. 


Between the apple rows plum trees aré 
set midway and also headed high; be- 
neath the plum and apple trees currant 
und gooseberry bushes are set in rows 
three feet apart. 

Before the war culture was by hand, 
even to the spading. When the war 
took away man-power the owners saved 
themselves by introducing small ‘* wheel- 
barrow tractors,’’ manufactured in the 
United States, which have a tread of 
only 18 to 20 inches. , rhe density of the 
orchard, of course, precludes  horse- 
spraying. To meet this condition a com- 
plete waterworks system has been run 
through the roadways, which aré placed 
at intervals, and lime sulphur mixture 
or bordeaux mixture is pumped through 
the mains from a central power plant, 
spraying 200 acres. The mixture is 
tak@n off by hose connected at intervals. 
The company owning this orchard has 
@ large preserving plant for the manu- 
facture of jam when the market is poor 
for plums and apples. 

**In Lombardy and Normandy, on the 
contrary, apple culture appears to be in- 
cidental to pasturage. The trees are set 
50 or 60 feet Apart and are pruned high 
so as be out of the way of stock. Apples 
of Northern France are largely used for 
cider, in the manufacture and blending 
of which the people are as expert as in 
the manufacture of wine.

Expect Activity in Silks. 


The ability of the raw silk market to 
keep stabilized at about the present 
values has proved a somewhat reassur- 
ing development to both buyers and 
sellers of silk goods. As a result, it is 
believed that fuller preparations than 
have been made for Fall are to be ex- 
pected within a short time. The manu- 
facturers have noted a renewal of opera- 
tions by the cutting up trade, particu- 
larly the dress division, and they also 
report that jobbers are having satisfac- 
tory sales. Some little price adjustment 
is going on in the broad silk market, 
but this movement is by no means on a 
large scale. The outlook is considered 
a bright one. 


Slow In Buying Handbags. 


Because of the tardiness of women’s 
handbag buyers to make their appear- 
ance in this market manufacturers are 
finding it difficult to plan for their Fall 
trade. They have made up some samples 
but do not know how they will take, 
because the ‘‘ big fellows ’’ have not yet 
placed their orders, From present indi- 
cations, however, the manufacturers 
feel that’flat bags of the pocketbook 
style will be in greatest demand. They 
are confident also that black will pre- 
dominate because of the prominence this 
color is receiving in the case of women’s 
apparel. Whether velvet bags will again 
be popular will depend largely upon the 
dress manufacturers.

Prospects for Briar Pipes. 


While the nation-wide business de- 
pression has left its mark on pipe manu- 
facturers as well as others, they have 
full confidence that business will pick 
up to such an extent that their coming 
Fall trade will equal, if not surpass, 
last Fall's.

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LIGHT ON JAVA COFFEE. 


Growlng It One of the Lesser Indus- 
tries There—Temples of Great Age. 


Contrary to the prevailing opinion that 
Java is the land of coffee, it is one of 
the least of the products of the country, 
according to Adolph Shoffer, a merchant 
of Java, who is at the Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania. Mr. Shoffer says that the tea 
industry is far greater than the coffee 
industry, and the most of the ‘‘ Ceylon ”’ 
tea is shipped from Java. 

“Every one thinks of the Island of 
Java as producing nothing but coffee,”’ 
said Mr. Shoffer, ‘‘ but this is far from 
true. We have many industries, but 
tea heads the list and several others 
have a ranking place ahead of coffee. 


Not a single acre of the island is with- 
out cultivation. Hven up the sides of 
the high mountains, where one would 
wonder how man could do it, there are 
very productive plantations. The clii- 
mate is even all the year around. Of 
course, the coast towns are hot, but 
Europeans can go inland ahd up into the 
mountains where they can sleep under 
blankets in the Summertime. 

“Java is the Queen of the South 
Seas, but I must confess that occasion- 
ally there is a volcanic eruption which 
does some damage. For instance, in 
1919 we had one in which 30,000 people 
were killed, and twenty-five years ago 
there was one which was even more 
severe. 

‘The comparative age of Java and 
this country is very interesting. Since 
I reached here I have been reading much 
about the three hundredth anniversary 
of the founding of one of your early 
settlements. England goes back perhaps 
years, but in Java there 
are temples which can be traced three 
theusand years and which are probably 
much older. The largest of these tem- 
miles from Sama- 
rang, and it certainly bears ‘out the 
theory that the ancients knew many 
things about engineering which we have 
ust rediscovered 
1. G. Wells would enjoy inspecting this 
temple, for it pretty well demonstrates 
his idea of the cycles in world develop- 
ment 

‘The templé in question is enormous 
and it is built of huge blocks of stone 
weighing as much as three tons each, 
which must have been transported at 
least one hundred miles. At some stage 
of the world’s development, the ancient 
people of Java undoubtedly were at a 
very high peak of culture before the 
dark ages descended upon them, and 
then light broke again. The ancient 
roads, too, are marvels of construction.”’

THE BLUE SKY BILL 


Say Conflict With State Laws 
Makes Denison Measure 
impracticable. 


NOMINEES ARE ANNOUNCED 


Governors of Investment Bankers 


Association. Would Prevent 
Fraudulent Securities. 


, Governors of the Investment Bankers 
Association of America, at the Mil- 
waukee meeting, voiced disapproval of 
the Denison Blue Sky bill, introduced in 
Congress on June 17. The opposed Dill 
seeks to have the Government assume 


the same regulation of security offerings 
as that exercised by various States. * 

The Governors said in a statement: 

‘It would mean that before any 5e- 
curity of country-wide reputation could 
be offered for sale it would have to be 
approved in practically every one of the 
thirty-eight States having blue sky laws 
in force, 

“This legislation in effect opposes not 
only the blue sky laws in the thirty- 
eight States, but it also affects as Fed- 
eral laws all of the rules and regulations 
made from time to time by the Blue Sky 
Commissions under those laws. 

‘‘It would be almost a physical im- 
possibility for an honest dealer in se 
curities to know at the time of offering 
any security for sale whether or not the 
laws or regulations of any State had 
been changed since he last knew of 
them.’’ 

The Governors went on record as 
favoring House of Representatives Bill 
7868, intended to curb the sale and of- 
fering of fraudulent securities through 
the agencies of special committees in 
the Federal Reserve Bank districts. It 
is the purpose of this bill to have these 
committees so organized that as soon 
as an offering of a fradulent security 
comes to their attention they will inform 
the Federal Department of Justice so 
that the legal machinery may be set 
in motion, not only to stop the further 
offering of such security, but to punish 
the offender if he continues to ofter 
them.

American Qpens Eight New Offices 
Abroad, Looking for Trade Revival. 


The American Express Company has 
opened eight new offices, it was an- 
nounced yesterday, as a result of the 
trip whick: F. P. Small, First Vice Pres- 
ident, made around the world.

Mr. Small said there was now a gen- 
eral feeling of optimism in all countries 
visited and the expectation of a revival 
in foreign trade in the near future.

International Announces Men 
Are Available for All Im- 
mediate Needs. 


Grain Comes in Quantities That 
Rattle the Inspectors, While

‘CHICAGO, July 25.—That wheat value 
should advance 3 cents and more than 
regain early losses, in the face of the 
arrival of 2,742 cars at Kansas City, 
Omaha and St. Louis, compared wish 
1,433 cars a week ago and 880 cars last 
year, was a big surprise to the grain 
trade. Another surprise was that the 
visible supply, with its increase of 6,- 
388,000 bushels, compared with 467,000 
bushels last year, was not really larger. 
Traders had assumed early in the day 
that there would be an increase around 
8,000,000 bushels. 


After the figures were announced in 


the last hour there was buying to cover 
early sales and the price advanced. 

Hedging sales were on all day, their ef- 
fect being largely offset.by heavy pur- 
chases by exporters,;-the volume of buy- 
ing suggesting over 1,000,000 bushels, al- 
though the figures were not given out. 

Chicago is receiving so much grain that 
the inspection department had difficulty 
in handling the business. Railroads are 
increasing their grain traffic. The Santa 
Fé Road handled 4,336 cars last week, 
an increase of five cars over the previ- 
ous week, and compared with 1,905 cars 
last year. Calls for cars are so urgent 
that a Santa F€ official announced that 
they were only filling 25 per cent. of 
their orders, and at the same time steadi- 
ly reducing their supply of tad order 
j; box ears, their shops working at in- 
creased capacity. Chicago stocks of 
wheat increased 1,113,000 bushels last 
week and are 1,604,000 bushels. 

Crop news from the Canadian North- 
west was moderately bullish, warm 
weather without rain prevailing.

SHOW LARGE GAINS 


June Earnings Indicate an En- 
couraging Condition for Most 
of the Carriers. ~ 


PENNSYLVANIA SHOWS GAIN 


Net Operating 
Over 1920—Western Roads 
Flourishing.

The position of the railroads continues 
encouraging as reports for June earn- 
ings are made. Practically all of the 
carriers are in better condition than they 
were the same month a year ago, and 
many companies show substantial ad- 
vances over May. Pennsylvania's re- 
port shows net operating income amount- 
ing to $5,020,549, an increase of $8,932,- 
450 compared with 1920. In May the 
company’s statement showed net rail- 
way operating income of $3,848,608, 
which was an increase of $9,575,932 com- 
pared with May the preceding year. 

The June gross for the Pennsylvania 
company Stands at $43,268,215, a de- 
crease of $702,288 from the figures of 
1920, while gross for the first six months 
of the year is reported at $248,5S4,92% 
which is an increase of $14,334,828, more 
than the record made in the same period 
the previous year. The net operating 
income for the first half year was $11,- 
391,396, an increase of $46,247.3899 over 
1920. 

The Union Pacific’s operating income 
for June was $2,349,779, an increase of 
$663,631 as compared with the same 


month in 1920, while the operating in- 
come for the first half year was $7,- 
749,152, an increase of $12,560,569 

The West Jersey & Seashore, a subsi- 
diary the Pennsylvania, also showed 
increases in June income, 
net operating income standing at’ $47,409, 
which is an increase of $160,168 as com- 
pared with the report of 1920. The June 


gross was/reported at $1,105, 932, and the! 


gross for the half year at $5,543,978, 
which left a net operating 
that period amounting to $635,918. 

Complete reports from the larger of 
the Western roads have not yet been 
received, but in the case of the Chicago 
& Northwestern it is reported that the 
company earned $2,000,000 over the 
operating expenses for June, or more 
than enough for taxes, rentals, and bond 
interest.

UPHOLDS INJUNCTION 
AGAINST PICKETING 


Appellate Division Reverses 


~ Lower Court in Marks, Arn- 


heim & Co. Case. 


AFFIRMS SKOLNY - STAY 


Justice Leaves Charges of Radical- 
ism Against Union to Be Con- 
sidered at Trial. 


The Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court yesterday upheld the con- 
tentior of clothing manufacturers that 
employers are entitled to relief by in- 
junction against any and all persons 
who picket their places of business or 
interfere in any unlawful way with the 
free dispatch of the employer’s business, 
whether by ‘‘ hampering, hindering, or 
harrassing’’ the employer or his loyal 
employes. The decision, it was said, 
would have an important bearing upon 
the general attitude of courts toward 
violence in picketing. 

The Appellate Division reversed an or- 
der of the Special Term, granted by 
Justice McAvoy, denying a motion for 


an injunction to Marks Arnheim & Co., 
clothing manufacturers employing about 
400 workers, and affirmed an order by 
Justice Erlanger granting an injunction 
to Joseph Skolny & Co., clothing manu- 
facturers. Justice Victor J. Dowling 
dissented as to both decisions. « 

In the Arnheim decision Justice Green- 
baum, who wrote the opinion, explained 
fhat the allegations ot un-Americanism 
made against the Amalgamated were too 
serious to be decided on affidavits sub- 
mitted on a preliminary motion, but 
were matters for more searching con- 
sideration at the trial. Marks Arnheim 
& Co., It was shown, maintained an open 
shop up to 1919. : Later the shop was 
completely unionized anr in April, 1920, 
the plaintiff found that production was 
falling eff. His papers state that he 
complained to the union, asking permis- 
sion to discharge fourteen inefficient 
workers, and failing to receive satisfac- 
tion, concluded to discontinue the tailor- 
ing establishment, intensifying the job- 
bing line. The Manager of the Joint 
Board of the Amalgamated, Abraham 
Shiplacoff, wanted to know what 
move meant, according to the plaintiff, 


and was informed that thereafter the} 


shop would be operated on an open shop 
basis on the piece work system. 
Threat Against Open Shop. 

‘** You will be sorry, as we will not 
allow you to continue in business on 
an open shop basis,’’ the plaintiff’s af- 
fidavits quote Shiplacoff as saying. 

Summarizing the many allegations of 
picketing, assault, intimidation and 
other unlawful practices, Justice Green- 
baum says: 

‘‘Upwards of forty affidavits were 
submitted by plaintiff which, read in 
connection with opposing affidavits, dis- 
close a persistent and organized cam- 
paign of unlawful acts, intimidation, 
abuse, threats and intimidation towards 
the employes of the plaintiff and also 
towards the contractors to whom the 
plaintiff was sending work. , 

“The accused deny the commission of 
the specific acts with which they are 
accused and give versions, which, if cor- 
rect, would: indicate that the strikers 
were very gentle and considerate toward 
the plaintiff's employes. This is highly 
improbable. The answering affidavits 
indicate clearly that troublous incidents 
occurred in which the plaintiff's em- 
ployes and members~ of defendant’s 
union were involved.’’ 

Justice Greenbaum states that it Is 
‘‘ alleged that the Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers of America is not an or- 
dinary trade union, but is a radical de- 
parture in unionism by the revolution- 
ary element of clothing workers, who 
openly preach vjolence to attain their 
purpose of securing the means and in- 
struments of production and destroying 
all private and individual ownership.’’ 


Disregards Radical Charge. 


** We shall on this appeal disregard the 
serious accusations against the Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers of America and 
assume that it is a loyal American 
association and consider the question be- 


fore us upon the features of the case,”’ 
said Justice Greenbaum. He also de- 
cides not to pass upon the merits of the 
controversy between the parties becausé 
of the conflicting affidavits on that sub- 
ject. In explaining why he grants the 
injunction, Justice Greenbaum says: 

“‘ Direct proof of a conspiracy is rarely 
available. Conspiracies are ordinarily 
hatched in secret, the incriminating cir- 
cumstances surrounding the acts of the 
conspirators, the circumstances and 
testimony of many witnesses who have 
no apparent reasons for inverting oc- 
currences or falsely testifying and the 
strong probability that the incidents nar- 
rated took place, justify the conclusion 
that members of the defendant union 
were guilty of many acts of lawlessness 
and unjustifiable interfer@nce with the 

laintiff’s business and that the picket- 
ng was not peacefully nor lawfully con- 
ducted.’”’ 

Commenting upon a published report 
yeaterday that Sidney Hillman, Presi- 
dent of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of America, had left this coun- 
try for Russia ‘‘in accordance with in- 
structions of the General Executive 
Board’’ of the Amalgamated, Joseph 
Schlossberg, Secretary of the union, said 
Hillman would not visit Russia.

There were 260 cases on the calendar 
when Justice Harry Robitzek ascended 
the bench. An outstanding case was 
the eviction suit of John Hays of 149 
East Thirty-first Street against Mrs. 
Pauline Jacquin, 78 years old and total- 
ly blind, wko lived at 926 Forest Ave- 
nue. 

Mrs. Jacquin had been sued for pos- 
session by William Toechlin of Albany. 
The Court decided in favor of the blind 
woman, who pleaded that she was ac- 
customed to the arrangement of rooms 
in the flat and to have to move would 
be a great hardship. ¢ 

Wer son, Albert, testified that Hays 
was janitor of the East Thirty-first 
Street building and he said ke expected 
to show that Toechling was the real 
owner of the _ property. At Mrs. 
Jacquin’s request a jury trial was 
granted. ‘This will enable her to re- 
main in possession for several months. 
Members of the Mayor’s Committee on 
tent Profiteering and the New York 
Society for the Blind were in court with 
her. 

Many cases scheduled for yesterday 
were withdrawn by landlords, who Lave 
noted the frequency with which deci- 
sions have gone against owners seeking 
rent increases. Jury trials were de- 
manded in many cases. These were 
scheduled for Aug. 8, and 15, but 
court attendants said they could not be 
reached before October or November, 
well after ‘‘ moving day.’’ 


FIRE DELAYS SUBWAY. 


Short Circuit on Coney Island Train 
Drives Passengers to Tube. 


Fire from a short circuit in the front 
ear of a Broadway subway train near 
Canal Street early last evening drove 
the passengers from the car into the 
tube and caused a twenty-five-minute 
tie-up during the evening rush hour.
